Justice Antonin Scalia appeared 
more sympathetic to Tymkovich’s 
argument that ordinances protecting 
gay people against bias constitute spe- 
cial — not equal — protection. 

Other forms of discrimination are 
not banned, Scalia said, adding that 
employers can refuse to hire someone 
“because you don’t like the way they 
comb their hair.” 

Scalia asked Dubofsky why, if states 
can outlaw homosexual conduct, 
Colorado cannot bar legal protections 
for homosexual people. 

The case does not address the 
morality or legality of homosexuality 
or gay conduct. But the justices’ rui- 
ing, expected by July, could indicate 
their views on the continuing validity 
of the top court’s 1986 ruling that let 
states outlaw consensual homosexual 
conduct. 

Voter approval of the amendment 
led gay activists to organize a boycott 
of Colorado tourism that cost about 
$40 million in convention business. 

Several justices wondered how far 
the amendment goes in banning bias 
protection. Justice Sandra Day 
O’Connor asked whether it would 
allow public libraries to refuse to lend 
books to gay patrons. Ginsburg won-° 
dered if a hospital could refuse to 
offer kidney dialysis to homosexual 
patients. 

Tymkovich avoided direct respons- 
es. Ginsburg compared gay activists’ 
tactic of seeking local anti-bias ordi- 
nances to women’s suffrage propo- 
nents who long ago sought the right to 
vote in cities when they could not win 
such a right statewide.

In a state where The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints is 
the dominant religion, it can be easy 


to forget that other religions reside - 


within Utah’s borders. 

The Rev. Jerry Hirano, resident 
minister of the Salt Lake Buddhist 
Temple, said being Buddhist in Utah 
is a different experience than it would 
be in another part of the country. 

“Utah is very unique in that there’s 
one predominant culture, so the kids 
are very aware all the time that 
they’re in the minority,” Hirano said. 

Hirano presides over the Jodo 
Shinsu group of the Mahayana sect of 
Buddhists. He grew up in Salt Lake 
and came back as resident minister 
two years ago. His congregation is 98 
percent Japanese-American and 2 per- 
cent Caucasian and Chinese. 

Hirano said there are about 240 peo- 
ple in the congregation and about 
1,000 Buddhists statewide. Besides 
the one in Salt Lake, there are 
Buddhist temples in Ogden and 
Honeyville. Although being Buddhist 
in Utah can have its drawbacks, there 
are also advantages. Because of the 
religious culture in Utah, members 
are forced to have more conviction of 
their own religion, Hirano said.

“But the statue 
is actually a representation of the 
teachings of Buddha, it’s not actually 
Gautama Siddhartha Buddha.” 


Worship in Japan and worship in 
America are very different, Hirano 
said. In Japan, he explained, people 
don’t go to the temple very often. 
Within the general population, reli- 
gion is almost dead.

FBI tries to find 
true identity of 
rail saboteurs

HYDER, Ariz. — FBI agents hunt- 
ing the saboteur who derailed.an 
Amtrak train worked Tuesday; to; 
determine whether the “Sonssof 
Gestapo” is really an anti- -government: 
terrorist group or just someone withea, 
grudge against the railroad. ies 

Agents expanded a painstaking 
search of the desert floor to a mile- 
square area surrounding the gulch, 
where the Sunset Limited lurched off 
a damaged track and toppled 30 feet: 
from a bridge, killing a crew member: 
and injuring at least 78 people. 

A letter found at the scene men- 
tioned federal raids on right-wing 
extremists at Waco, Texas, and Ruby: 
Ridge, Idaho. It was signed “Sons of 
Gestapo,” raising fears that the sabo- 
tage was the work of anti-government 
extremists. 

No group called Sons of Gestapo is 
known to experts at Klanwatch, 
which tracks hate groups for the 
Southern Poverty Law Center in 
Montgomery, Ala. And an extensive 
search of news archives turned up no 
reference to the group. 

At a news conference Monday, 
Amtrak President Thomas M. Downs 
said, “I don’t know if this is a dis- 
gruntled employee of ours or another 
railroad, or someone else. Someone 
did know enough about the railroad to 
wire this.” 

Downs said the saboteurs removed a 
3-foot, 18-pound steel bar that holds 
sections of rail together, and bridged 
the gap with a wire to disable an elec- 
trical system that gives a red light to 
warn trains of breaks in the track. 

The White House stressed that it 
was too early to be sure terrorism was 
involved, but President Clinton 
expressed outrage. 

“We will do everything we can 
within the federal government to 
catch whoever is responsible,” he 
said. “I am determined that we will 
make sure in the United States that we 
will have the tools, the means we 
need to keep the American people 
safe.” 

Amtrak has stepped up its own secu- 
rity and asked freight railroads whose 
tracks it uses to do the same, said 
spokesman Stephen Taubenkibel in 
Washington. 

The line also is working with com- 
muter railroads, he said.

Parents should not suffer - 
‘or their children’s crimes 


f it sounds too good to be true, then it probably is. This adage has been handed down 

from parent to child in various forms for generations, and it certainly applies to a new 

Salt Lake City ordinance that punishes parents for the actions of their children who 
ave run afoul of the law. 
Salt Lake City passed the ordinance Sept. 19 with a 5-2 vote. Parents whose child has 
een picked up twice by police for delinquent or criminal activity will now be charged with 
‘class B misdemeanor if their child is picked up a third time — unless the parents first 
ubmit to a city demand that they go for counseling. Council member Stuart Reid spon- 
red the measure, calling it ‘‘an effort to tell parents it’s no longer acceptable to abdicate 
*sponsibility of your children to the community.” 
The two no-votes came from council members who are also educators. Roselyn Kirk and 
‘om Godfrey say the ordinance will not curb juvenile delinquency, a growing problem in 
tah, but instead will open the city up to lawsuits. Even if the ordinance could: prevent 
ome children from committing multiple crimes, it is an infringement on people’s right to 
raise their children as they see fit. The law will create a subjective standard to measure 
Whether parents have done enough to control their children. 

Provo and Utah County are not immune to the growing problem of youth crimes in Utah, 
ut they should avoid consideration of similar measures that punish parents for the actions ae 
their children. Utah already has a state statute in place to prosecute parents who con- pet 
f yi! 


‘ibute to the delinquency of a minor. But the Salt Lake City law simply goes too far in 
xtending the arm of the law into people’s private lives. The ordinance specifies that 
dharges will not be filed against parents who are already involved in ongoing counseling, 
te victims of their child’s delinquent act, reported the delinquent act to proper authorities, 
t who provide reasonable and appropriate supervision to the child. 
‘On its face, the ordinance appears to be a viable experiment in dealing with troubled 
outh. Yet it places government in the dangerous position of deciding what constitutes 
‘reasonable and appropriate supervision” of children. 
Salt Lake City council member Keith Christensen said because parents have the most 
impact on children, it makes sense to hold them responsible for their children’s actions. 
thristensen is mistaken. Parents of those children who repeatedly victimize others and 
gorsmit heinous crimes usually have very little impact. Gangs, classmates, teachers and 
{riénds have more impact on many of these children than their own parents. The emphasis 
must remain on eliminating the negative impacts youth feel outside the home, and on 
teaching children they alone are ultimately responsible for their own actions. 

uncil member Reid pointed to the recent shooting of an 1 1-year-cld boy by rival gang 
members as indicative of why such a punitive measure is needed. The boy had been in a 
Hs since he was six years old and had been referred to juveniJe court more than 20 times. 


He was critically wounded in the shooting. The boy’s mother took exception to Reid’s 
statements because he implied it was her fault her son was shot. She said she had taken the 
bqdy to counseling before.

built for two to better explain the rela- 
tionship. If each rider pedals together, 
the bike will begin to move forward. 
Likewise, both faith and reason must 
work together. 

One rider will always have to be in 
front and that rider is faith, Welch 
said. Faith, not reason, must steer the 
bike over bumps and around rocks. 

Evidence and reason will work with 
faith to keep the momentum going. 

Welch presented evidence gathered 
from studying legal documents used 
in ancient Israel to confirm the validi- 
ty of the Book of Mormon as ancient 
writing. 

Some of these documents, he said, 
have parallel structures to those in the 
Book of Mormon. For example, the 
legal documents required’ the: signa- 
ture of three witnesses. 

Another similarity between the two 
is thatthe legal-documents always 
contained a sealed section. Evidence 
such as this is not only fascinating, 
but it strengthens our faith in the 
book, Welch said. 

Certain etymologies of words and 
literary genres in the Book of 
Mormcn are also very typical of 
Hebrew language, and much too 
advanced for an unschooled young 
man to make up, Welch said in refer- 
ence to those who question Joseph 
Smith’s translation of the Book of 
Mormon. 

Solid evidence and academic 
research tend only to confirm the rev- 
elations of God, he said. “Evidence 
makes truth plain and plausible ... it 
provides the essentials in understand- 
ing characters and backgrounds in the 
Book of Mormon.” 

There does come a time, however, 
when evidence alone is not enough, 
Welch said. It is at this point that the 
time comes to ask God. 

People shouldn’t base everything on 
evidence because it’s faith that the 
gospel is based upon, he said. It’s our 
faith that’s being tested, not the valid- 
ity of the Book of Mormon.

A professor who began publicly 
acknowledging his homosexuality one 
year ago says he intends to leave 
BYU once he finds another job. 

“Tam gay and | don’t know that I 
can commit to living alone the rest of 
my life,* said Thomas J. Matthews, 
associate professor of Spanish. “As 
long as I stay at BYU, that is a 
requirement.” 

Matthews said he has not been pres- 
sured by BYU administrators to leave, 
and had’only one discussion with 
Associate Vice President Todd A. 
Britsch in June. 

Britsch requested that meeting after 
someone reported Matthews’ sexual 
orientation to a general authority of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints last spring. 

BYU President Rex E. Lee told an

audience last week that Matthews’ 
presence at BYU has prompted a lot 
of comment. 

“Tt is simply not comfortable for the 
university or the professor to contin- 

e,” Pres. Lee told a Chamber of 
Commerce forum last Friday. 

Pres. Lee said BYU has always 
drawn a distinction between a per- 
son’s sexual orientation and his or her 
conduct. “On the other hand,” he said, 
“we have had a lot of comment on 
this matter.” 

Matthews said he believes adminis- 
trators are relieved he plans to leave, 
but at the same time, a new informal 
policy has been forged. 

“Every day they don’t fire me, they 
are tacitly saying they can handle it,” 
he said. 

It helps, he said, that he has been 
vocal about his celibacy. 

Matthews said he felt compelled to 
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go public with the fact he is gay 
because otherwise he felt devious. 

Every time a student or colleague 
would ask when he intended to marry 
or how often he dated, he had to 
evade the question. 

“J don’t know if I would have come 
to this point anywhere else,” 
Matthews said. “There’s an atmos- 
phere of honesty here that I felt more 
dishonest than I might have else- 
where.” 

Matthews acknowledged his homo- 
sexuality in stories in two Utah news- 
papers this summer. 

A native of Los Angeles with a doc- 
torate degree in linguistics from the 
University of Maryland, Matthews, a 
member of the LDS Church, came to 
BYU four years ago. It was his first 
permanent teaching job. 

He said he waited for his third-year

Week’s events 
focus on fire 
prevention

Fire prevention week is taking place 
from Oct. 9-14 in Provo and Orem. 

Nationally, a residential fire takes 
place every 66 seconds. In 1993, 
home fires caused more than $4.8 bil- 
lion worth of damage, National Fire 
Protection Association statistics stat- 
ed. FPA also reported that every year 
about 3,800 deaths are associated 
with residential fires and nearly a 
third of the victims are children under 
age 15. 

Fire prevention week is a national 
activity which began in 1920 under 
President Woodrow Wilson as a result 
of the Oct. 9, 1871, Chicago fire 
which killed more than 300 people 
and left 100,000 more homeless. Fire 
prevention week is traditionally held 
during the week which includes Oct. 
©), 

Provo had its festivities Monday, 
which included a fire extinguishing 
demonstration of a propane “tree” 
with 30-40 foot flames and home fire 
protection displays. 

Emergency dispatch operator Dana 
Ferre was also present to show how 
an emergency call is handled. When a 
call comes in, the operator turns to a 
page in a flip chart and asks key ques- 
tions, giving instructions for the caller 
until the emergency services arrive at 
the scene. 

“Even those who know what to do 
panic and need to be walked through 
the steps over the phone. We save 
lives over the phone,” Ferre said. 

Ferre has been an emergency dis- 
patch operator for 15 years, which is 
uncommon, due to a high operator- 
burnout rate, said Provo Police Sgt. 
Scott Finch. 

“Tt’s an emotional roller coaster,” 
Finch added. 

The Orem Fire Department will be 
conducting activities at University 
Mall through Saturday from 10 a.m. 
to 9 p.m. 

“The theme this year is ‘Watch what 
you heat’ to prevent home fires,” said 
Dave Eckersley from the Orem Fire 
Department. 

Their main activity is a self-guided 
tour through a mock home called 
“Home Safe Home,” which displays 
various common hazards in the home 
and how to prevent disaster, Eckersley 
said. Free literature on home fire pro- 
tection and a checklist to determine if 
your home is safe will be offered. 

Orem Fire Department will also 
demonstrate fire fighting techniques 
by extinguishing 40-foot propane 
flames spewing out of their fire “tree.” 
A firefighter is also scheduled to walk 
through flames wearing a proximity 
suit which blocks out most of the 
heat, Eckersley said.
